With the American Army on.the St. 
Quentin Front, October 1.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.)—Some hundreds of 
Americans in a certain far advanced 
position between Cambrai and St. 
Quentin, which they reached late Sun- 
day, were holding out valiantly against 
superior enemy numbers, according 
to latest reports which were received 
yesterday. 

The Australians made erotic effort 
to assist them, and so far as can be 
learned, are still keeping up these ef- 
forts, the result of which is not known. 
Furious fighting continues nere. 

Before the American advance the 
Germans littered the country with tank 
mines, apparently anticipating a with- 
drawal. Scores of British-made tanks, 
many of them manned by American 
crews, are co-operating in the American 
ad¥Vance. One of these rolled over a 
mine and was blown up, one casualty 
resulting.

It was curious 
that this flank, though exposed to the 
enemy’s massed artillery positions on 
the further side of the Meuse, made 
further progress than any other part 
of the line. At Brieulles it had ad- 
vanced two-thirds of the distance to 
Dun.

The Times, “and she and Austria may 
yet offer prolonged and obstinate re- 
sistance.

“The purpose of the new field di- 
vision is to more closely co-ordinate 
the work of the state councils and the 
woman’s committees in the state in 
every department of war work,” ex- 
plained Major Smith. 

“This section as created by the 
Council of National Defense,” he said, 
“is to organize and arouse the opin- 
fon and the energies of the country 
upon war work. As a part of its ma- 
chinery it is intended to be the con- 
necting link between the national 
council and the citizens. 

“Since the: war began this connec- 
tion has been maintained through the 
two organizations which are now 
merged, but it has become more mani- 
fest with each passing month that 
there was no sense in supporting two 
distinctive agencies, one of men and 
one of women. 

“The part which women are playing 
in this war and the increasing part 
which they are taking makes this 
consolidation no more than the recog- 
nition of a fact. Under the new plan 
of organization Dr. Anna Howard 
Shaw becomes vice chairman.

Washington, October 1.—Spanish in- 
fluenza continues to spread in army 
camps. More than 14,000 new cases 
were reported to the office of the sur- 
Beon general during the twenty-four 
hours ending at noon today. This was 
an increase over yesterday 3,600 cases. 
Pneumonia cases also increased, with 
1,003 and 800 deaths. 

The total number of influenza cases 
in all camps now is 88,000, while pneu- 
monia cases number 6,769. Deaths since 
the epidemic began number e yy x 

Increases at Many Camps. 

Camp Custer, Michigan, where influ- 
enza had not previously appeared, 
reached 1,762 cases. The most serious 
increase was at Camp Meade, Maryland, 
which reported 1,327 cases against 396 
yesterday. Camp Pike, Arkansas, agai. 
reported more than 1,000 cases, wh’.e 
Camp Hancock, Georgia, reported 716 
cases against two the day before. At 
Camp Funston, Kansas, the number of 
cases increased from 121 to 736. Camp 
Devens, Mags., was the only one which 
did not report an increase. 

Every available medical officer and 
nurse is on duty, said a statement to- 
‘ight from the office of the surgeon 
general, and wherever possible, civilian

Patients are isolated as 
soon as they show symptoms of the 
disease and are placed in especially 
built huts, each>hut containing two 
beds with a sterilized sheet hung be- 
tween to “pam passage of the germs.

Food Administration 
Plans to Stabilize the 
U.S. Dairy Situation 


Messages telling of a conference in 
Washineton with a view to stabilizing 
the dairy products situation in the 
eountry were received in Georgia ves- 
terday bv Dr. Andrew M. Soule: state 
food administrator. The announcement 
is as follows:

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The war will be won by men and ' ships, by guns 
and airplanes. To raise armies and supply them, 
to build the navy and support it, and to furnish 
ships. and transport, we must have money in 
large amounts.

_ established to bar the way between Germany and the East. 


Serbia and Roumania must be redeemed. All these things are 
essential. Nothing will bring them but complete victory 
and a peace dictatid by us and our allies. It is a conflict 
of ideas. It is the principle of evil arrayed against the principle 
of good. It is the battle of freedom and civilization against 
barbarism and tyranny We must win and we shall win.

» cause for concern, much less appre- 
fiénsion, here at home, because there will be 
no such executions. 

In the first place, Germany is not cap- 
turing many Americans. An enemy on the 
run is not likely to take many prisoners 
while hot-hoofing it for cover. 

In the second place, if Germany should 
capture a few of our men, it is not probable 
that either’ shotguns nor shotgun ammuni- 
tion would be found in their possession, for 
the reason that the use of shotguns by our 
troops is confined mainly to men guarding 
prisoners or doing patrol duty. 

In the third place, the threat itself is all 
bluff, backed by nothing more tangible than 
& guilty conscierce—a coascience burdened 
with guilt of the most horrible atrocities 
and law violations that were ever practiced 
in any war in the history of the world! 

A government that introduced the flame- 
thrower; the gas bomb;-the saw-tooth bay- 
onet; the ruthless torpedoing: of innocents 
on the high seas; with the bombarding of 
hospitals, churches, homes, orphanages and 
of old women’s asylums; with taking women 

and children into captivity and enforcing 
upon them conditions of abject and the most 
barbaric and unspeakable forms of slavery 
—in fact, of itself-violating practically every 
accepted rule of warfare—such a govern- 
ment is hardly likely to go far toward re- 
prisals for carrying shotguns! | 

And in-making the threat that it will do 
so, Germany is simply straining at a gnat in 
‘a futile play for Sympathy and justification! 

Secretary Lansing’s curt and emphatic 
reply was. sufficient—it filled the bill in 
every respect. It embodied all that was ex- 
pected from the American administration; 
but no more. Germany may now make of 
it what it will! 

And in the meantime, let the unhappy 
and ungracious kaiser remember that the 
first essential in making a rabbit pie is to 
catch the rabbit! 


ONE MORE PACKING PLANT. 


With the columns of the daily press 
brimming with “war news”—every item of 
which is of first magnitude importance, ac- 
cording to news value standards—it is re- 
freshing for any Georgia-loving Georgian to 
note from time to time that while the world 
is warring the development of his state in 
an industrial and economic sense is not 
being permitted to halt. 

In other words, that Georgia can bulld 
while performing its full patriotic duty as 
a Btate. 

For instance, The Constitution Monday 
contained a most significant announcement: 
The announcement: that— 


“The Macen packing plant, the largest 
industry of its kind in this section of 
the southeast, will be formally opened 
for business within a few days, as soon 
as government inspectors have formally 
placed their O.jK. on the plant, and from 
then on Macon will become the center of 
the live stock industry in this part of 
Georgia, at least.” 


This brand-new packing plant, which 
will have a capacity of 1,000 head of hogs 
and one-tenth as many cattle per day, is to 


be housed in buildings formerly housing | 


one of the biggest breweries in this part 


of the south. So henceforth the remodeled , 


plant, instead of turning out beer—which 
does nobody any good—will produce daily 
vest quantities of cured pork and beef

grown and shipped to market. The open- 


ing of this big, new packing plant undoubt- - 


edly will prove a great stimulus to the live 
stock industry, not only of its immediate 
vicinity, but of the whole state; and its 
success from every point of view is assured. 


TEXAS STOCK FOR GEORGIA. 


Thé movement that has been ‘started in 
Georgia by the agricultural agents of the 
various railroads serving this territory, 
whereby it is hoped to bring herds of cattle 
from the drouth-ridden ranges of western 
Texas to feed upon the abundant feed and 
forage crops of Georgia, is one that merits 
all of the support that can be given it. 

Already the state agricultural college 
and the federal railroad and food adminis- 
trations have volunteered each its aggres- 
sive co-operation, as set forth in a news 
account appearing elsewhere in this issue 
of The Constitution. The business inter- 
ests and the general public of Georgia can 
consistently do no less, because this is a 
matter of great industrial promise to Geor- 
gia and from which every citizen stands to 
share in the benefits. 

The facts are that certain parts of 
western. Texas have not experienced rain- 
fall, at any rate in sufficient quantity to 
produce grass and fodder, for three years; 
and as a result thousands upon thousands of 
head of cattle on the ranges of those sec- 
tions are facing absolute starvation. With 
the owners of these cattle it is a question 
either of shipping in feed for them or of 
shipping their cattle to sections where feed 
is plentiful, and then of selling them. 

Owing to various conditions the latter is 
the most attractive of the two alternatives; 
and so urgent is the necessity for early 
action that the cattlemen are willing to sell 
their stock at prices considerably below 
those prevailing even a year ago. 

On the other hand, the southeast, and 
especially Georgia, this year produced an 
unusually heavy crop of feedstuffs. For in- 
stance, there was an extraordinarily large 
acreage planted to velvet beans last spring, 
and the yield has been remarkably great. 
The same is largely true of various other 
forms of admirable feed crops. 

We have not nearly enough live stock in 
the state to consume this available feed. 
The éurplus could, of course, be gathered 
and marketed elsewhere, but the labor and 
transportation conditions make this unusu- 
ally expensive. It is estimated that approx- 


imately one-half of the velvet bean crop of 


this year will supply the demand of the 
cattle now in this state, and investigation 
leads those who have studied the situation 
to conclude that the most satisfactory and 
profitable means of utilizing the excess is 
to import live stock from the outside to 
consume it. 

And what is true of velvet beans is like- 
wise largely true of the other varieties of 
feed crops that this fall are abundant in 
Georgia. 

Therefore, it would seem, Texas’ misfor- 
tune—deplorable as it is, and deeply as 
Georgia and the whole country sympathizes 
with her—opens the way to a golden oppor- 
tunity for Georgia! 

For years the farmers of Georgia have 
wanted more and better cattle. High prices 
of cattle, high transportation rates upon 
cattle, and a scarcity of surplus money with 
which to buy cattle, have stood in the way 
of a realization of that desire. 

Texas now offers cattle—and as highly 


bred in standard strains as the average of 


cattle to be found in any section of the 
country—at emergency prices; the govern- 
ment—thanks to the co-ordination of the 
railroads which federal control alone makes 
possible—-has offered to transport the 
cattle at less than one-half regular rates, 
and the high prices of all farm “money 
crops” have placed the Georgia farmers in 
a position enabling them to buy cattle upon 
a scale never before possible. ; 

Here is an unusual opportunity for Geor- 
gia to “stock” itself with cattle—cattle not 
only for fattening, early slaughter and quick 
returns, but for breeding animals as the 
bases of future herds; and it is hard even 
to estimate at this time the ultimate ben- 
efits of a state-wide industrial nature that 
to which a proper utilization of it might 


‘lead.

that approximately 250,000 head of well-bred 
beef cattle, of all grades and ages, are avail- 
able in western Texas alone, and a large 
number of which. certainly will die from 
starvation this fall and winter unless they 
are rescued, either by the transportation of 
feed to them or else by their own transpor- 
tation to places where feed can be supplied. 

Because of the almost impossibility of 
shipping feed to the drought-ridden sections 
of Texas the cattlemen there have offered 
to sell their stock at prices ranging from 
$2 to $3 less per hundredweight than the 
same grades of cattle could be bought for 
a year ago. 

It was pointed out at the conference that 
Georgia this year has enormous yields— 
probably :60 per cent more than needed for 
home consumption—of various feed and for- 
age crops, notably of velvet beans; and the 
consensus of-the reports was to the effect 
that because of the labor shortage and trans- 
portation difficulties it would entail unusual 
expense to market the surplus out of the 
state. 

In view of all of these conditions Mr. 
Tucker was delegated to take the matter up 
with the state agricultural college, the fed-

Emergency Rate. 
At the instigation of the food adminis- 
tration the railroad administration Mas pub- 
lished an emergency rate applying to cattle

Georgia, it is estimated, can take care of 
at least 100,000 head of cattle in excess of 
the number now in the state, and the whole 
the southeast probably could consume 
the entire number, or something like 250,000, 
that is facing starvation in the drought- 
stricken portions of Texas. 

Last year the A., B. & A. railroad purchased 
and distributed among the farmers along its 
lines approximately 3,000 head of Texas cattle, 
and other rail lines likewise brought into 
Georgia enough to bring the total of the 
cattle imported into this state from Texas 
to about 10,000 head. 

Speed Essential, 

These cattle were bought at prices aver- 
per hundredweight 
higher than those at which the same grades 
of cattle this year are offered by the dis- 
tressed stockmen of the southwest, and ship- 
ped at freight rates twice as high as those 
offered now by the railroads under govern- 
ment control. 

Last year’s shipments without exception 
proved satisfactory. and highly profitable, 
which only serves to indicate the additional 
attractiveness of the present proposal. 

Because of the faét that cattle im the 
drought regions already are beginning fo die, 
speed is the prerequisite essential in what- 
ever is done to relieve the situation, both 
there and in Georgia. For that-reason those 
back of this movement especially urge all in- 
terests in the state to co-operate in facijitat- 
ing the program mapped out, and especially 
are all farmers urgently sanunatl to notify 
as quickly as possible their county agent 
or the agricultural department of any one 
of the southeastern railroads as to the num- 
ber of cattle each will be able to take.

Come In.

Two soldiers lay side by side in an evacu- 
ation hospital. One was a_ browned, red- 
headed doughboy with a broken arm. The 


other’s head and face were bandaged so that 
only his mouth and chin were visible.

he asked. “Your mug looks kind of familiar 
and I’ve been trying to place you.”

* ZyYING ABED IN THE MORNING. 

Columbus, they say, was an early riser, 
but otherwise a good sport. When I hear 
anyone speak of the joys of early risins-——- 
meaning by that getting up at or before the 
sin does—I feel that he must have suffered 
some sad disappointment in life. You can't 
fool me about getting up early in the morn- 
ing. I’ve tried it repeatedly and I can testify 
from experience as well as theory that it 's 
not at all beneficial. I got up at 3 o'clock 
one morning last July, felt my way in the 
dark down to the water, and spent the next 
few hours committing sins that would have 
been entirely uncalled for in daylight, be- 
cause the thrice accursed motor boat had 
never failed to start in the daytime and did 
start without any trouble at all as soon as 
the sun was well up and the trout all gone 
for the day. I feel more convinced than 
ever that wise people do not, rise nearly as 
early as certain old fables would seem (to 
imply. 

Seriously, is there any harm in lying abed

Provide Employees With 


| They Are Obeying 
| Law. | 


| Chief of Police James L. Beavers and 
‘Sheriff James I, Lowry announced Tues- 
|day that the slacker who refuses to 
; work or fight will have a hard time of 
| it in Atlanta, fof, beginning at once the 
| Police and the sheriff's work will wage 
| an active campaign to rid Atlanta and 
| Fulton county of the habitual loafer 
| Who refuses to seek employment, and 
who is not only violating the law, but is 
a menace to his country. 

The Georgia state law has been in 
effect for some time and hundreds of 
loafers have found employment, know- 
ing there is a law against idling, able- 
ever, there are still many strong, able- 
bodied men who continue to loaf, and 
the card system, which went into effect 
Tuesday, will bring many of them toa 
realization of the fact that we are ina 
big war and that Uncle Sam is going to 
win. The card system which has been 
under consideration by several hundred 
manufacturers and employers of labor, 
will be the easiest means for any person 
to convince the authorities that he is 
working and backing the boys at the 
front. : 

A uniform card has been accepted by 
the employers, and has been approved 
by H. M. Stanley, commissioner of com- 
merce and labor, and every one will be 
required to have a card, according to 


the statement of the manufacturer. A 
uniform card dlso has been adopted by 
the professional men. 

The law requires that every man be- 
tween the ages of 16 and 56 years, in- 
clusive, must work five and one-half 
days per week, and those who have 
studied the situation carefully have 
coine to the conclusion that the card 
system is the only way to handle the 
matter with any degree of certainty. It 
‘Will be very little trouble for a man to 
secure a card from his employer stating 
that he is employed and how long he 
works per week, and when an officer 
approaches him and asks for proof that 
he is working the card will end all ar- 
gument. It will be a great deal more 
trouble to have to accompany an officer 
to the police station and go to the ex- 
pense of proving to the satisfaction of 
the judge that one is employed than it 
is to get the card in advance and carry 
it around as you would your purse.

If you are an inveterate land-lubber 
you needn't read this, but if you ilke 
to ride the stormy waves and want a 
chance to shoot at a submarine or two, 
this is all for you. 

In spite of previous information giv- 
en through the papers to the effect 
that naval recruiting has ceased, let- 
ters and telegrams continue to pile up 
by the basketful on the navy mobiliza- 
tion officer’s desk in the Postoffice 
building, and long distance calls and 
short distance calls improve each shin- 
ing hour—all inquiries as to whether 
or not the navy is open for enlistment 
and how men may proceed to get in. 

The navy mobilization officer now 


| offers detailed information as to the 


system now in effect in the hope that 

the interested public will read and un- 

derstand what can and may be done. 
How to Enter Navy. 

First, the navy mobilization officer 

from October 1 on until men in the 


recent draft have been classified can |

On or about October 15 any man in 


-Class 1-A who makes application to the 


navy mobilization station, passes the 
physical examination and is found de- 
sirable material for the navy, will be 
accepted for individual induction into 
the fliavy. The officer in charge asks 
applicants to appreciate the fact: that 


this course of final acceptance taxes 
rather a long time. The mobilization 
officer has to make out certain induc- 
tion papers which must be sent to the 
navy mobilization director in Wash- 
ington, who in turn sends them to the 
provost marshal general, requesting 
that the applicant be inducted into na- 
val @:rvice. 

The provost marshal general then 
issues an order to the applicant’s local 
board directing-that he be summoned 
for examination and transfer to the 
navy mobilization officer. 

The method just described is known 
as individual induction and ts for 
Class 1-A men. In .addition to this 
men in deferred classifications may ap- 
Ply and get in by 
namely, individual induction. 

‘Run of the Draft.” 


Besides this the navy will secure its 
guota in one other way, called ‘from 
the run of the'‘draft.’’ Men taken in 
this way will probably all be from 
Class 1-A. 4 

The officer in charge of the selec- 
tive service law by direction of the 
provost marshal general may call on 
certain local boards to furnish a num- 
ber of men for the navy from the run 
of the draft. These men wil] be called 
by the local boards, examined physi- 
cally and then sent to the navy mobi- 
lization officer for naval service. 

Not until about October 15 will the 
mobilization officer be able to accept 
men for individual tnduction from 
Class 1-A or men in deferred claasifi- 
eations and not before November.1 will 
local boards be called upon to furnish 
navy auota from the run of the draft.

Says Journal of Commerce 


New York, October 1.—(Special.)— 
Weather conditions for cotton since the 
last special report of The Journal of 
Commerce have been more favorable 
than usual for this time of year, condi- 
tions having lost only 1.9 points against 
a ten-year average of 4.1 points condi- 
tions. 

On an evareg date of September 23, 
as compiled from the replies of 2,100 
special, correspondents, is 58.1 per cent, 
against 60 per cent last month, 64.0 per 
cent in 1917 and 59.6 per cent in 1916. 
The ten-year average is 65.5 per cent. 

By the government formula this 
would indicate a yield of about 
12,500,000 bales, excluding linters, with 
a carry-over of 4,258,000 bales, and ‘lin- 
ters of 1,500,000 bales, there is an indi- 


cated supply for the season of about 
18,000,000 bales. 

All states, with the exception of Tex- 
as and Oklahoma, showed deterioration 
which gained 0.2 point and 2.2 points, 
respectively. 

Picking, under favorable weather con- 
ditions and an early matured crop, has 
progressed very rapidly over 50 per 
cent being gathered, as against 31 per 
cent last year, 44 per cent in 1916 and 
35 per cent in 1915. Quality of the sta- 
ple appears to be good. 

Except in localities where rains have 
recently fallen, top crop prospects ars 
generally poor, but in numerous séc- 
tions where rains have fallen a late 
frost would materially add to present 
outlook. Fields are generally well cul- 
tivated and free from insects. 

Labor thus far has been in sufficient 
supply to care for the crop.

British Foreign Minister 
Says Germany Must Be 
Conquered -Before League 
of Nations Can Be Possi- 
ble. 


London, October 1.—The wrongs of | 
subordinated peoples must be righted | 
and the territories occupied by Ger- | 
many since the beginning of the war ' 
must have complete freedom before a 
league of nations can be possible and 
peace secured to the world, said Arthur 
J. Balfour, British foreign secretary, 
at the Guilfl hall. He explained Presi- 
recent speech in New 
York and gave his- support to the ideas 
outlined in it. 

“Mr. Bonar Law has dealt with the 
financial aspect of the struggle,” said 
Mr. Balfour. “Let me deal with a point 
of future security. The full magnitude! 
of all the issues before mankind is 
thoroughly realized. America came6 
into the war fully conscious of what 
those issues were, and very wisely 
named its great financial effort after 
the cause which it had at heart, for 
that cause was liberty of the world. 

“There is another cause, not em-. 
bodied in a name, but as present to 
the hearts and consciences of Ameri- | 
cans as to the hearts and consciences 
of British, French and Italians, name- | 
ly, that if we failed in this crisis not 
merely to win the war, but to see that | 
such wars do not recur, our task would : 
be but half accomplished. , 

“IT am confident you all have read 
President Wilson’s speech. It had all | 
those characteristics, which make ‘his! 
public utterances unique, in state doc | 
ments. It had eloquence, directness and 
the magnificence of style to which he 
has accustomed us. Wearisome formali- 
ties were absent. 

To Make Sure of Peace. 

“His main theme was this: That 
the world would make sure that it is | 
going to have peace it must come to} 
some arrangement by which malefac- | 
tors or would-be malefactors are to be | 
Kept in order by a league of nations. | 

“The second proposition was that if: 
you are to carry out this great ideal 
the only time to do it effectually is the 
moment when peace itself is being 
forged by the labors of the victorious 
powers. 

“Personally, I am very much of the 
president’s mind, that to allow this 
occasion to sink into the past would be 
to lose one of the great opportunities! 
given mankind permanently to put in- 
ternational relatians upon a_ sound,

“If you are going to render perma- 
nent German dominination over Rus- 
sia, especially western Russia and the} 
small peoples along the Baltic; if you | 
refuse to redress the wrongs of Poland; 
if the subordinated peoples in the -Aus- 
trian empire are to be left under the | 


heel of the German and Magyar minori- 
ties; if the Balkans again are to be 
the scene of bloody wars, od the occa- | 
sion of hostilities among. their neigh- 
bors; if the Turk is to be allowed to 
resume his bloody sway over the terrt- 
tories torn from him; if Italy is not 
to have restored to her and added to 
her those populations which really 
make her indeed an Italy redeemed; 
if Greece is to be threatened, as in 
the past, by the domination of the cen- 
tral powers; if Serbia is not to be re- 
stored after all her appalling sacrifices 
and glorious gallantry; if France is 
not to resume her full pace in western 
Europe, and if Belgium is not to be 
restored in full measure, if all those 
evils are not potentially to recur, then 
you must do something fiore than 
merely establish a league of nations, 


Wrongs Must Be Righted. 


“You must put these wrongs right 
before a league of nations can set to 
work. You must give it a clean slate 
to work upon. Then, and then only, 
will your league of nations work. 

“Therefore, in order to make a league 
of nations possible complete victory is 
absolutely necessary. Germany can 
only be a member of a league of na- 
tions when the international system 
has been reformed by a great, wise 
and all-embracing peace, and that can 
never take place until Germany not| 
merely has been obliged to change her |! 
profession of faith, but until Germany | 
finds herself in a position where all | 
her dreams of world domination are 
torn to pieces before her eyes and she 
is left powerful, indeed, she will be, 
left powerful, doubtless prosperous and | 
doubtless wealthy, but no longer a. 
tyrant who can use the nations which | 
she is a position to influence to serve, 
her own dreams of world empire. , 
Therefore, I ask you to remember how 
far the financail efforts we now 
calling upon you to make extend be-
